A  pathfinder's  role  can  be  stimulating  and  challenging; 
however,  it  can  also  be  marked  with  great  frustration  as  the 
yearbook  staff  learned  in  its  task  of  selecting  a  format,  a  theme, 
and  a  title  for  its  1959  AURORA.  The  theme  was  chosen  early,  but 
the  title  remained  a  non-entity  until  late  in  the  year.  Hampered 
by  the  lack  of  a  title,  the  art  staff  could  not  begin  by  designing 
the  cover;  but  they  were  busy  drawing  endsheest,  dividers,  and 
page  layouts  all  during  the  year.  Meanwhile  the  business  staff 
successfully  financed  the  entire  undertaking,  without  the  assist- 
ance of  any  residual  funds,  by  selling  advertisements,  Christmas 
candy,  and  the  book  itself.  The  whole  staff  sponsored  a  Christmas 
dance  to  help  raise  money.  Tlicro,  loo,  the  members  of  the 
photography  staff  could  have  been  seen  carrying  their  cumber- 
some equipment. 

Although  there  were  difficulties  and  problems  of  publication, 
the  work  and  cooperation  of  the  editors,  staff  members,  and 
sponsors  made  possible  the   1959  AURORA.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

Accepting  the  responsibility  of  being  a  very  vital  part 
of  the  music  education  of  each  student  of  the  hiarriton 
Community,  the  Orchestra  studies  the  best  of  all  types 
of  music  with  an  endeavor  toward  appreciation  of  some- 
thing good  through  actual,  creative  participation.  Each 
member  must  develop  himself  to  his  best  possible  play- 
ing ability  with  an  ultimate  goal  of  improving  the  entire 
organization.  Among  the  major  programs  presented  this 
year  were  the  Annual  Christmas  Concert,  an  assembly 
concert,  the  Spring  Concert,  various  programs  at  other 
schools,  and  the  dedication  program  at  hiarriton.  The 
string  orchestra  gave  a  demonstration  program  at  the 
hiarrlsburg  Convention  of  the  Pennsylvania  Music  Educa- 
tion Association. 

The  hiarriton  Band  is  a  unique  organization  in  that  it 
serves  the  school  in  a  series  of  important  areas.  First, 
it  is  a  military  organization  with  the  function  of  develop- 
ing exactness,  precision,  and  discipline  through  military 
marching  during  the  fall  season.  It  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  music  department  through  the  thorough  study  of  the 
best  In  band  literature,  concertlzing  the  best  and  more 
interesting  selections  which  are  studied.  The  Band  ties 
the  entire  school  together  with  Its  music  for  football 
games  and  rallies,  developing  a  wholesome  genuine  hiar- 
riton spirit.  The  Band  sponsors  a  hiarriton  assembly  con- 
cert, concerts  at  other  high  and  junior  high  schools,  and 
is  an  integral  part  of  the  Spring  and  Christmas  Concerts 
and  an  outdoor  concert  at  the  Forum  in  late  spring. 


VOCAL  MUSIC 

The  Choir  is  a  musical  organization  for  the  purpose  of 
learning  new  music,  refining  the  familiar,  coping  with 
problems  of  pitch,  modifying  vowels  and  consonants  to 
achieve  uniformity  of  color,  polishing  attacks  and  releases, 
listening  for  balance  of  parts  and  generally  reaching  for 
ways  to  translate  pages  of  symbols  Into  living  sounds. 
Its  members  learn  lessons  In  teamwork  and  cooperation — 
bending  individual  wills  to  the  greater  good  of  the  whole 
— through  singing  the  works  of  the  giants  of  the  musical 
world,  from  seventeenth  century  masters  to  contemporary 
composers.  Bach,  Bortnlansky,  and  Brahms  occasionally 
give  way  to  Leroy  Anderson  or  Richard  Rodgers. 

The  Choir  performed  at  the  Christmas  Concert,  sang 
assorted  concerts  in  the  community  for  service  clubs, 
churches,  a  convalescent  home,  and  other  schools  In  the 
District  and  neighboring  areas. 

This  year,  a  second  vocal  group,  the  Mixed  Chorus, 
consisted  of  sophomores  and  juniors  who  were  unable  to 
schedule  Choir.  They  received  training  In  choral  singing 
of  sacred  and  secular  music.  They  performed  In  the 
Christmas  Concert,  school  assemblies,  and  the  Spring 
Concert. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  In  establishing  a  tradition 
of  presenting  fine  music  by  this  organization  in  its  role 
of  choral  musical  ambassadors  of  FHarriton.

Playing  In  a  strong  Suburban  I  league,  an  Inexperienced  Harriton  quintet  ended 
the  season  with  a  4- 1 5  mark.  Despite  numerous  defenses  and  various  offensive  pat- 
terns, Coach  William  Fleming's  men  were  completely  outclassed  by  much  of  their 
opposition.
